CHARACTER OF BERNSTORFF 


In view of Secretary Lansing's 


revelation 
of 
Ambassador Berns- 


storffs activity in efforts to in- 
fluence the United States congress 
by the use of money from the Ber- 
'lln government, it may interest Ad- 
vocate readers to see what Prof W. 
H..Johnson, of Denison University, 
wrote of Bernstorff a year and a half 
ago. 
We copy the following para- 


graphs from his pamphlet on "The 
War and World Opinion:*' 
"Bernstorff, the German ambassa- 
dor, has been a frequent offender 
against any admissible theory of 
diplomatic decency and propriety. 
The war had scarcely begun when he 
qntered upon a vigorous campaign 
through the newspaper press tc 
sway the current of public opinion 
to the side of Germany. It need 
hardly be said that this was wholly 
beyond the bounds of his legitimate 
activity. Tears before, we had asked 
for the recall of a British ambassa- 
dor not for an appeal to public opin- 
ion but for a mere expression of his 
own opinion in a private letter which 
happened to get into print, with re- 
gard to a pending election. But 
Sackville-Wesfs 
offense 
was the 
merest trifle in comparison with 
Bernstorf f's 
newspaper campaign. 


and the governments of the whole 
world would have taken it as a mere 
matter of course if these initial of- 
fenses had been followed by prompt 
and explicit notice to Germany that 
the offender was no longer accept- 
able. On any matter that affects the 
relations of the two countries in any 
way, directly or indirectly, 'an am- 
bassador has but one legitimate 
channel through which to work, and 
that is composed of the officer or 
officers in whose control the for- 
eign relations of the country have 
been legally placed. When a dip- 
lomatic officer 
goes outside this 


channel, there is at once room to 
suspect that his motive is to bring 
outside pressure to bear upon the 
officials with whom he has to deal. 
That Bernstorff has been trying to 
do just this, from start to finish, is 
a mere statement of fact evident to 
anyone who has followed the course 
of events. 
On the first of May. 
1915, the German embassy, with no 
consultation 
whatever 
"with 
the 
president or secretary of state, had 
advertisements 
inserted in news- 


papers all over the country advising 
American citizens not to take pas- 
sage in ships flying the British flag 
Here again was an offense against 
diplomatic 
dscency 
which 
would 


have been very mildly punished b> 
asking for his recall 
These adver 
tisements attracted little attention 
because the world was not yet aware 
that the German war lords had fallen 
far enough below the present stand 
ards of civilization to sink a grea 
passenger ship without warning an< 
with no provision for the safety o 
its passengers. In the first note to 
Germany after the sinking of the 
linsitania. attention was called to the 
"surprising irregularity of such ad 
vertisements issuing from the em-| 
bassy without notice to our govern- 
ment, but if this surprising irregu- 
larity 
'outrageous 
indecency, in 
plain language) had been appro- 
priately- followed by a cabled re- 
quest for Bernstorffs recall, by noon 
of the morning when the advertise- 
ments appeared, there would have 
been more than a gambling chance, 
that the torpedoing of the Lusitania 
would ne«er have occurred. 
It is 
doubtful whether anv country ever 
really consults the far-reaching in- 
terests of peace and international 
comity by tolerating the continued 
presence of International -offenders 
against diplomatic and consular pro- 
priety. Such offenses usuailv mean 
that the countrv in which they are 
committed Is being cmplojed as a 
base of operations for some ulterior 
end. likely to produce friction with 
rtlll other countries: and «5«ch i- 
incontestaHv the case with the of- 
fenses committed by the German and 


Austrian embassies, attaches, and 
consular representatives. The send- 
ing home of Dumba, von Papen and 
Captain Ooy-ed was all to light a 
penalty, and too long delayed to have 
the desired effect 
Tho activities of 


some of these men have been In- 
contestably proved to have been 
connected with a long series of out- 
rageous crimes committed against 
American industries and American 
lives, in the interest of the Herman 
cause, while on the other hand these 
same men have been in Intimate re- 
lation with Bernstorff himself and 
other direct representatives of the 
German government. 
That money 


las passed from the German govern- 
ment through the German embassy 
and on down into the hands of men 
low indelibly stained with participa- 
lon in these crimes is shown by 
more than one line of evidence, as 
may be seen in the papers seized 
from von Papen at Falmouth.

own ideas as to what diplomatic de- 
cency really requires, through con- 
stant familiarity with its opposite: 
he keeping open of an easy channel 
of communication between one of the 
jelligerent governments and agencies 
n this country whose activities have 
>een at all times outrageously in- 
decent and often still more outrag- 
eously criminal: the consequent en- 
rendering of bad feeling which must 
ong interfere with a desirable cor- 
diality of our relations with more 
:han one European nation in the 
rears to come: the hampering of 
our attempts to come to a settlement 
of our difficulties with Germany 
over the Lusitania matter, and the 
ncreased muddling of right ideas as 
;o allegiance and patriotism among 
our foreign-born citizens. It would 
not be fair to abuse the president 
!or not foreseeing all this. Who of- 
us were sufficiently prepared be- 
forehand for the many turns which 
events have taken since this war be- 
gan' 
But it is certainly our duty 


'o learn from experience, and it is 
not evident from experience that it 
would hare been better to have in- 
sisted from the start upon the other 
theory, that the verv delicacy of the 
situation required the most scrupu- 
lous regard for every demand of 
diplomatic propriety? It would be 
ungenerous not to say, in this con- 
nection, that the diplomatic and 
consular services of the allies with 
almost no exception—none at all m- 
\olvmg any high official—has been 
voluntarily kept within the bounds 
of entire "propriety. The past can- 
not be recalled; but it is not too 
late now to insist that the honor 
and dignity of this country and the 
decencies of diplomatic usage must 
be respected by any who are to con- 
tinue in diplomatic or consular ser- 
vice \utbin our borders.'"

So well are the shelters protected, 


from the view of the enemy that, al- 
though in many instances the under- 
ground lodging covers an area of 3,000 
square yards, not once in the course of 
the past year has one of them been de- 
stroyed by the enemy's fire. They 
have many exits, the plan being to 
provide one for each section or quarter 
company, so that in case one exit 
should be hit and blocked the men'ln- 
side may escape through another 
Ing. 


At the beginning of the war tbe sol- 


diers actually In the fighting line made 
their own shelters, which were Just 
holes dug in the ground and covered 
with tree trunks and earth and afford- 
ing very Ittle protection, besides tak- 
ing up much of the time of the soldiers 
and costing much labor and money for 
transporting tbe necessary timber. 


It was then decided to utilize the old- 


er classes of ibe reserve of tbe territo- 
rial army who had been called to the 
colors and who, despite their previous 
military training, had been found un- 
able to bear tbe strain of campaigning. 
Several companies of them were formed, 
and they were first given tbe task of 
constructing shelters in the Somme dis- 
trict and around Verdun. Their offi- 
cers were chosen -from tbe engineer 
corns and from men who in civil life 
were engaged in similar undertakings, 
such as builders and miners. Host of 
the men were peasants used to digging 
in tbe fields, and their work was very 
satisfactory, but this kind of excavat- 
ing work was different, and they suffer- 
ed considerably from the unusual mo- 
tion of having to throw the earth up- 
ward or wheeling it in barrows up steep 
Inclines. 


Special Army Sawmills.
